No. 10/20/74-CSU1). — The rules tor a competitive exami- 
nation to he held by the Institute of Secretarial Training & 
Management, Dcpai intent of Personnel & Administrative Re- 
forms in the Cabinet Secretariat, in 197? for the purpose of 
filling temporary vacancies in the following Services 'posts are 
published for general information : — 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B)-Gradc VI; 

(iij Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Servicc-Gradc 11; 

(iii) Central Secretariat Clerical Service-Lower Division 
Grade; 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service-Lower 
Division Grade; 

(v) Posts of Txywer Division Clerk in the Department 
of Parliamentary Affairs, New Delhi; 

(vi) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the ollice of the 
Special Inspector General, Indo-Tibetan Border 
Police, Delhi; and 

(vii) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in other Departments 
and Attached Offices of the Government of India 
not mentioned above. 

A candidate may apply for admission to the Examination 
in respect of any one or more of the Servicc/posts men- 
tioned above. Fie may, if he so desires, also be considered 
for inclusion in the Reserve list for the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service. He may specify in his application as many 
of these Serviccs/posts as he mav wish to be considered for. 

N.B. — Candidates arc required lo specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services /posts for which they wish to 
be considered. No request for alteration in the order or pre- 
ference for the Scrvices/posts originally indicated by a candi- 
date in his application, would be considered unless such a 
request is received in the office of the Institute of Secretariat 
Training & Management within three months of the date of 
the examination. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in (he Notice issued by Ihe 
Institute Reservation will be made for candidates who are 
Ex-Servicemen anil .for candidates belonging lo the Scheduled 
Castes and the Schedu'ed Tribes in respect of vacancies as 
may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Ex-Scrvieeman means a person who tnus served in any 
rank (whether as a combatant or not) in the Armed Forces 
of the Union for a continuous period of six months and 
who has been released otherwise than by way of dismissal 
or discharge on account of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation , — For the purposes of these Rules “Armed 
Forces of the Union” shall include the Armed Forces of the 
former Indian States but docs not include members of (he 
following Forces, namely ; — 

(a) Assam Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force. 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentiond in the Scheduled Castes /Tribes Lists (Modification) 
Order, 1950, read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960, 
and the Punjab Reorganisation, Act, 1966; the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act, 1956, 
the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes! 
Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicoba r Islands) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, Ihc Constitution (Dadrn and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitu- 
tion ( Dadrn and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Ordei, 


1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes, Older,

3. The examination will be conducted by the Institute 
ol Secretarial Training & Management in the manner pres- 
Liibcd in Appendix \ to the Rules, 

The dales on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be Held shall be fixed by the Institute. 

4 A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or ' 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, Or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, Or 

tf) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Bangla Dcsh, Burma, Sri Lanka and East 
African countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United 1 
Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar) with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 
(c), (d), (e) and tf) above shall be a person in 
whose favouj- a certificate of eligibility has been 
issued by the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not however, be necessary 
in the case of candidates belonging to any one of the follow- 
ing categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of , T uly, 1948 and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to Tndia from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of duly, t948, and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution of India. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution vlx.. 26th 
January, 1950, and who have continued in such 
service since then. Any such person who re-entered 
or may re-enter such service with break after the 
26th January, 1950, will, however, require certificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to 
categories (c), (d) and (c) above will not be 

eligible for appointment to the Indian Foreign Service 
Service (B 1-Grade VI. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to (he examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled 'Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Goa, Daman and Diu, or is not a migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania) (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) shall be permitted to com- 
pete more than two limes at the examination but this restiie- 
lion is effective from the examination held in 1961. 

Note 1.-—H il is found at any time before or afte r the 
publication of the results of the examination that the candi- 
date had already appeared in the examination twice and was 
thus ireligiblc to sit in the examination, his result will be 
withheld or cancelled, ns the case may be, and further action 
taken as per rule 15. 

Note 2. -Foi the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed aL the examination once, for 
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all the Services /posts covered by the examination, if he com- 
petes for any one or more of Services/ posts. 

Note 3. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

6. (.a) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 18 years and must not have attained the age of 
25 years on 1st January 1 975 i.e. he must, have been born 
not earlier than 2nd January 1950 and not later than 1st 
January, 1957. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable in the case of 
ex- Servicemen, who have put in not less than six months 
continuous service in the Armed Forces of the Union, to 
the extent of their total service in the Armed Forces increased 
by three years. 

Provided that candidates admitted to the examination under 
this age concession will be eligible to compote for the vacan- 
cies reserved for ex-Servicemen only. 

Note. — The period of “call up service" of an Ex-Service- 
man in the Armed Forces shall also be treated as service 
rendered in the Armed Forces for purpose of rule 6(b| above. 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxable '. — 

( i ) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from Bangla Dcsh 
(erstwhile East Pakistan) and has migrated to India 
Oil Or after 1st January, 1964, but before 25th 
March 1971; 

(iiil up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tube 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from Bangla 
Desh (erstwhile East Pakistan) and has migrated

Agreement of October, 1964; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu;

4. The conditions for appointment, confirmation and 
seniority in the Service will be governed by the relevant pro- 9 
visions of the I.F.S. (B) (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and 
Promotion) Rules, 1964 and also by any other rules or order* 
which Government may hereafter make.

RESOLUTION 

F. No. 5/ / 3//74-FPC(B), — Following the recommenda- 
tions of the Film Enquiry Committee, 1951, the Govern- 
ment of India had established in 1960 the Film Institute 
of India at Poona with the object of providing within th# 
country, facilities for imparting technical training in a 
scientific and systematic manner, in the art and craft of 
film-making and thus helping in the improvement of 
technical as well as aesthetic standards of Indian films. 
With the extension of its sphere of activity to television, 
the Institute was renamed as the ‘Film and Television 
Institute of India’. This Institute functioned as a sub- 
ordinate office of the Ministry of Information and Broad- 
casting. 

2. In November 1971, the Government of India 
appointed a Committee to enquire into the working of 
the Film and Television Institute of India, Poona. Thia 
Committee undertook a comprehensive review of various 
activities of the Institute and made a series of recom- 
mendations aimed at improving the teaching, research 
and the administrative functioning of the Institute. The 
Committee inter alia recommended that the Institute 
should be given much larger measure of administrative 
autonomy to enable it to achieve its objectives. 

3. Following this recommendation the Government of 
India, converted the Film and Television Institute of 


India, Poona into a self-governing Society under th* 
Societies' Registration Act (XXI) of 1860 with effect 
from the 1st October, 1974. 

4. The aims and objectives of the new Institute are aa 
follows : — 

(1) to takeover and carry on the administration and 
management of the former Film and Television 
Institute of India; 

(2) to develop suitable patterns of teaching in all 
branches of film art including television, both 
at undergraduate and post-graduate levels so as 
to establish high standards of film education in 
India; 

(3) to constantly endeavour at raising the technical 
standards of Indian films so as to make them 
aesthetically more satisfying and acceptable; 

(4) to facilitate regular inflow of fresh ideas and 
new techniques in the field of cinema and tele- 
vision and a corresponding outflow of trained 
personnel imbibing these ideas and techniques; 

(5) to produce trained manpower both for the 
growing needs of the film industry and tele- 
vision organisations in India; and 

(6) to create a new awareness among the future 
film-makers of the potentialities of fim medium 
as a means of not only entertainment but also 
of education} and artistic expression. 

5. The- Society comprising both official and non- 
official members has taken over the Institute with effect 
from 1st October, 1974. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be forwarded 
to all Ministries and Departments of the Government of 
India and the Film and Television Institute of India, 
Poona. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information.
